' PITTSBURGH (AP) - Most 
of the striking miners in the 
soft coal feilds stayed away 
from their jobs today despite a 
union back-to-work order. 


But there was one tiny crack 


in the work stoppage. Some 190 
miners went back to the Thun- 
derbird Collieries near Shel- 
burn, Ind. 


And in Ohio a continued shut- 


down of the mines was blamed 
chiefly on delay in receipt of 
the back-to-work order issued 
by officials of the United Mine 
Workers Union. 


Elsewhere, a number of lo- 


cals called meetings to discuss 
the walkout. 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - About 


53,000 striking soft coal miners 
in nine states were under union 
orders today to return to the 
pits. 


But, 
it remained a question 


how soon they would end the 
walkout that ballooned into the 
biggest strike in the soft coal 
fields in 15 years. 


In the past, some striking 


miners have taken their time 
obeying union back-to-work or- 
ders. 


Two locals of the United Mine 


Workers in Pennsylvania voted 
Monday night to continue the 
strike. One of them reportedly 
voted unanimously to stay out 
until a new contract is signed. 


A number of locals are ex- 


pected to vote today, and one 
source said that even if they 
vote to return, pickets could 
prevent them from going back 
to work. 


The strike started early Mon- 


day over the failure of the union 
and the Bituminous Coal Opera- 
tors Association to each agree- 
ment on a new contract in 
Washington. 


Telegrams signed by Union 


President W. A. (Tony) Boyle 
and other union officers went 
out Monday to all union districts 
ordering the strikers back to 
work.

Treatment of 
Cancer by 
Vaccination 


DETROIT (AP) - 
Wayne 


State University medical re- 
searchers say they may hav| 
discovered a way to treat can- 
cer by vaccination. 


Results they claim for a four- 


year program so far include: 


— Two cancer patients, ear- 


lier given up as hopeless cases, 
completely freed of their tu- 
mors. 


— Eight others once consid- 


ered beyond help still alive, 
their cancers either halted or 
growing more slowly. 
C' 


— Two patients with 
ad- 


vanced tumors, their lives be- 
lieved prolonged by the treat- 
ments. 


Others among the 20 patients 


treated showed no improve- 
ment, said Dr. Paul L. Wolf, 
Wayne State professor of pa- 
thology and director of experi- 
mental pathology at the Detroit 
Institute of Cancer Research. ^ 


Failure in these cases, DK 


Wolf said, probably came 
be- 


cause the disease was too far 
advanced and the patient's body 
no longer capable of producing 
cancer-fighting antibodies. 


The Wayne group's vaccine, 


he explained, aids the victim's 
body in producing these antibo- 
dies. 


Many cancer patients are lost, 


Dr. Wolf said, because thefc 
bodies don't fight the 
disease. 


The body recognizes the malig- 
nant cells as part of it, and 
doesn't react by producing the 
chemicals needed to kill them. 


The Wayne State group com- 


bines 
cancerous 
cells 
taken 


from the patient with chemicals 
obtained from the cells of rab- 
bits. Then the combination is 
injected into the patient.

Judge Robert Dempsey ruled 


Monday that the new form of 
identification could be used by 
the state in the case of a sus- 
pended policeman from New 
Rochelle charged with perjury. 


It would be the first time that 


the device would be introduced 
as evidence in court although 
some police departments are 
known to be experimenting with 
it.

Conditions 
Seem to Dim 
Peace Talks 


By WILLIAM L. RYAN

A year ago, President John- 


son made his Baltimore offer of 
unconditional 
discussions 
for 


peace in Viet Nam. 
Almost 


simultaneously the Communists 
laid down their all-or-nothing 
terms. Developments this week 
may have made the prospect of 
a negotiated peace more distant 
than ever. 


The Communists cannot see a 


prospect of producing against 
the Americans a military Dien 
Bien Phu such as the victory 
which ended French rule. But 
perhaps they now see a bright 
prospect for a political Dien 
Bien Phu. 


Rioting in South Viet Nam 


probably has done incalculable 
damage to whatever slim hopes 
there might have been for an 
approach 
to the 
Communist 


North. 


These demonstrations, threat- 


ening the military committee 
government 
in Saigon, 
could 


persuade the Communist side 
the Reds can win the war on the 
political front. 


The Communists over the past 


decade have infiltrated virtually 
every organization and element 
in South Viet Nam, so they un- 
doubtedly have influence among 
the mobs and the Buddhists who 
have inspired the demonstra- 
tions. 


Last year, just after President 


Johnson spoke, Nguyen Huu 
Tho, chairman of the National 
Liberation Front which is the 
Viet Cong's political organiza- 
tion, announced that the war in 
the South was entering "a new 
phase, a decisive phase, the 
phase of the most difficult and 
acute struggle." 


"New conditions" were devel- 


oping, said the Hanoi press, and 
it was time to "cleveryl asso-

Operate the engine, either 


in a test tank or in an actual 
d e m o n s t r a t i o n run. Easy 
starting and a smooth idle 
usually indicate that the pow- 
erhead is okay.

chambers (two auricles and 
two ventricles). The left ven- 
tricle is by far the largest and 
has the thickest wall. From 
this chamber blood is pumped 
to every part of your body 
except your lungs. 
Defects 


may be present from birth or 
may be the result of an in- 
fection 
such 
as 
rheumatic 


fever. With modern surgical 
methods most of these defects 


can now be corrected. Drugs 
may be used to improve heart 
function but will not cure the 
condition. 


Q—How serious is endocar- 


ditis? Mow is it caused? 


A—Endocarditis is caused 


by a bacterial invasion of the 
inner 
lining of the 
heart. 


This may be caused by var- 
ious germs but most com- 
monly 
by streptococci. Be- 


fore the advent of antibiotics 
it was always fatal. Even with 
antibiotics only about 70 per 
cent of the victims can be 
saved. 


Q—What is hypertensive 


cardiovascular disease? Is it 
very serious? What is the 
best treatment for it? 


A—This is heart disease 


secondary 
to a very high 


blood pressure. Such a blood 
pressure puts a severe bur- 
den on the heart. It is a grad- 
ual process but it will lead to 
death if not promptly and 
skillfully treated. The treat- 
ment consists primarily 
in 


controlling the blood pres- 
sure.
